Teeth of a Shark. 
In respect to its dentition the shark 
is a very rem arkable creature. 
The 
white shark has seven rows of teeth, 
while other species vary in the num ­ 
ber of row s they possess, 
it must be 
understood, however, that the shark 
only uses one row a t a time. 
The 
other rows lie down inside the mouth 
behind the edge of the jaw , erecting 
themselves when it is time for them to 
take successively the place of the first 
row. 
\\ hen one observes how keen 
edged these incisors are it seems no 
wonder that they can bite off a big 
rope as readily as if it were thread. 


Ail insect known as the southern 
pine sawyer, which does much d am ­ 
age to injured and felled pine trees, 
has lately been studied by government 
entomologists. 
The parent beetle is 
one and one-quarter inches long and 
mottled gray or brown in color. 
The 
grub is white and slender and some­ 
times attains a length of two ,\nd one- 
half inches. 
They hatch from eggs 
deposited between the outer and inner 
bark and when full grown have been 
known to bore clean to the heart of 
large trees, 
lr is estim ated that in 
three severe storm s which passed over 
southern states in UMI? and 1908 2,000,- 
OOO.O(X) feet of timber was blown down 
and that practically all of this was 
dam aged 
by 
tin* pine sawyer, 
tile 
m in e of the timber being decreased by 
their attacks 
more 
than $2,000,900. 
Rawing into lengths and peeling the 
baric from storm felled trees and the 
getting of logs into the water as soon 
as possible are suggested as methods 
of pre\^Vtinaj damage by the pest.

Ancient Rome at Its Worst. 
It is well known that there is in 
Roman history a period which, from 
the reputation that it bears, may well 
be called infamous. This extends from 
the death of Sulla to the death of Nero, 
including the end of the republic and 
the early years of the empire. 
This 
period has a very bad reputation; not 
only was it full of disorder, civil war, 
scandalous lawsuits, but nearly all of 
its most illustrious personages were 
notoriously vicious, beginning with the 
most illustrious of them all. Julius Cae­ 
sar. 
All were deep in debt, drunk­ 
ards, gluttons, spendthrifts; they w'ere 
dissolute. 
There is no infamy that 
has not been attributed to them. Only 
a very few have escaped from this 
universal censure, and. with the excep­ 
tion of Pompey and Agrippa, those 
who did escape were of minor impor­ 
tance. 
The others were either odious 
in the extreme or else depraved, like 
Lucullus, Crassus. Antony. Augustus, 
Maecenas, Tiberius. Nero, to say noth­ 
ing of the women of the Claudian line 
who, when they were not poisoners out­ 
right, were women of evil life, about 
whom historians tell every kind of 
horror.—Guglielmo Ferrero in Atlantic. 


Th© Habit of the Elm Tree. 
Trees which have their own individ­ 
ual methods of reproduction are inter­ 
esting. 
The way of tile elm is one of 
the most remarkable, because tile elm 
actually makes hedges, or rather it 
fits in with our English methods of 
bordering our trees and roads with 
hedges and in a very accommodating 
way helps us with material. 
The habit of the elm is to send out 
its roots in every direction and then 
to push up suckers from its spreading 
roots. 
When an elm seeds itself or is 
planted in a hedgerow and becomes 
established there it sends out its roots 
and pushes up its suckers on all sides 
of it, but except on two sides the 
young suckers get killed. They are trod 
den down in the path or cut up by th'* 
plow or gnawed down by grazing ani 
raals. 
But they flourish on each side of the 
elm in the direction in which the bodge 
runs, and they kill out the other trees 
in the hedge till at last possibly tie- 
hedge is all elm. Then if the hedge is 
not cut or partly cut the strongest 
stickers grow up and become trees 
themselves and carry on the process.- 
London Spectator.
